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London  Master  Printers'  Association. 


Important     Matters    at    the 
Annual    General     Meeting. 


Although  items  of  great  importance  were 
on  the  agenda  for  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  the  L.M.P  A.,  held  at  Stationers'  Hall  on 
the  i8th  ult.,  the  attendance  of  members  was 
not  large,  and  contrasted  strongly  with  the 
overflowing  attendance  on  the  occasion  of 
the  wages  discussion  a  fortnight  earlier. 
The  President's  Address. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Keliher,  who  was  in  the  chair, 
opened  the  proceedings  by  delivering  his 
address  as  retiring  president.  He  recalled  the 
fact  that  the  end  of  the  war  had  brought  great 
restlessness  in  the  industrial  world,  and  that 
the  printing  trade  had  had  to  do  its  part  in 
resisting  the  flood  of  increased  wages  de- 
mands, which  threatened  to  swamp  British 
trade.  The  association's  labour  committee 
had  hardly  had  a  week  free  throughout  the 
year.  He  commented  briefly  on  the  work  on 
the  other  committees,  and  said  that  each  of 
these  had  done  mo-t  useful  work  during  the 
year.  The  foundation  and  development  of 
the  district  associations  had  been  an  immense 
gain,  bringing  to  the  notice  of  master  printers 
the  advantages  of  joining  the  association  and 
spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  costing 
system.  The  thanks  of  all,  he  said,  should  be 
given  to  the  chairmen  and  officers  of  these 
associations,  also  to  the  staff  of  the  parent 
body,  to  Major  Fordyce  Birch,  the  secretary, 
to  Mr  W.  Whyte,  the  assistant  secretary,  to 
Mr.  J.  Johnson,  the  organiser,  and  the  rest,  all 
of  whom  had  served  in  most  efficient  fashion. 
To  the  trade  Press  also,  he  said,  acknowledg- 
ment should  be  made  ;  those  who  read  the 
trade  organs — and  he  trusted  there  were  not 
many  who  did  not — knew  how  much  assist- 
ance had  been  rendered  to  the  association  by 
the  trade  Press.    In  conclusion,  he  thanked 


them  all  for  their  support,  and  said  that, 
whatever  shortcomings  there  might  have 
been,  his  aim  had  been  to  serve  the  interests 
of  master  printers  generally  and  to  secure 
harmonious  working  amongst  members  of  the 
L.M.P.A.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  as  printed. 

Mr.  J.  Dunbar  Heath  (Perkins,  Bacon  and 
Co.)  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  re- 
marking that  he  thought  the  work  of  the  staff 
was  about  ten  times  as  much  as  it  was  at 
Covent  Garden  in  the  old  days.  The  report 
showed  a  record  of  hard  work  in  a  very  try- 
ing year,  and  he  thought  the  meeting  would 
have  no  hesitation  in  adopting  it. 

On  being  put  to  the  meeting,  the  motion 
for  the  adoption  of  the  report  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Williams,  the  treasurer  of  the 
association,  next  presented  the  financial  state- 
ment for  the  year.  He  expressed  regret  that, 
in  spite  of  increased  subscriptions,  they  had 
only  a  small  balance  of  between  one  and  two 
hundred  pounds.  He  proceeded  to  read  the 
details  of  income  and  expenditure,  showing 
an  income  for  the  year  of  ^^5,027  and  an  ex- 
penditure of  ;{'4,922,  giving  a  balance  of 
;rio5.  In  the  coming  year  they  would  have 
to  find  at  least  eleven  or  twelve  hundred 
pounds  more  than  in  the  past  year. 

Increased  Subscriptions  Approved. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  being  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  "  Basis  of  future  subscriptions," 

Mr.  Mould  was  understood  to  move  that 
members'  subscriptions  be  increased  as  sug- 
gested in  the  council's  printed  report. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Bates  urged  members  to  give 
greater  support  to  the  council.  They  had  a 
membership  in  London  of  approximately  950,

and  the  subscriptions  paid  by  that  member- 
ship represented,  on  the  average,  under  four 
pounds  per  head.  He  spoke  of  the  power  and 
efficiency  of  the  unions,  and  said  that  in  order 
to  obtain  adequate  organisation  themselves 
they  should  double  or  treble  their  subscrip- 
tions. It  would  be  the  best  investment  they 
had  ever  made. 

The  Treasurer  explained  what  the  levy  of 
r}d.  in  the  £  on  wages -as  suggested  by  the 
council— would  mean.  It  would  mean,  he 
said,  that  ordinary  commercial  firms  would 
have  to  pay  three  and  a-half  times  their  pre- 
sent subscription,  wiiile  tirms  with  a  great 
deal  of  night-work,  periodical  firms,  etc., 
would  have  to  pay  more  than  that.  It  was  a 
very  important  question,  and  he  wished  them 
all  thoroughly  to  understand  what  they  were 
doing  before  they  voted  upon  this  matter. 

A  question  having  been  asked  as  to  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  expended  on  propa- 
ganda work,  the  Chairman  replied  that  they 
had  not  bound  themselves  to  any  fixed  sum  ; 
the  Council  would  apportion  the  just  amount 
that  should  be  paid  to  the  Federation. 

Mr.  Croft  (C  .'\shford)  spoke  in  support  of 
the  proposed  increase  of  subscriptions. 

On  a  suggestion  being  made  to  fix  the  levy 
at  Id.  instead  of  ^d  ,  the  Treasurer  pointed 
out  that  even  the  -Jd.  levy  would  be  a  heavy 
tax  upon  some  firms,  and  in  the  interests  of 
the  unity  of  the  Association  he  thought  the 
proposed  levy  should  not  be  increased. 

Mr.  Crowle-Smith  re-asserted  the  business 
point  of  view  as  presented  by  .Mr.  Bates.  He 
reminded  them  of  the  various  organisations  of 
consumers  uniting  to  cheapen  the  printing 
they  buy,  and  of  the  nearly  perfect  organisa- 
tion of  labour,  and  insisted  that  in  their  own 
interests  it  w^as  absolutely  essential  to  have 
efficient  organisation.  Thiscould  not  be  done 
unless  they  were  prepared  to  foot  the  bill. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lee  raised  the  question  of  whether 
too  much  money  was  paid  to  the  Federation, 
and  asked  the  council  to  be  frank  with  them 
in  the  matter. 

The  Chairman  replied  with  the  assurance 
that  no  sum  had  yet  been  arranged  and  that 
no  more  would  be  paid  than  was  proportion- 
ate to  the  position  held  by  London  master 
printers. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Blades  said  that,  as  President  of 
the  Federation,  he  expected  ^d.  in  the  £  from 
the  London  members,  as  the  whole  of  the 
other  alliances  had  agreed  to  pay  that  amount 
at  least.  He  cited  higher  rates  paid  else- 
where and  said  that  if  London  paid  less  they 
would  put  themselves  in  rather  a  parlous 
state. 

The  Treasurer  pointed  out  that  while  the 
Scottish  Association  paid  the  Federation  ;{^25o 
s.  year,  and  the  Yorkshire  Association  paid 
£"664,  they  in  London  were  asked  to  give 
between  /"e.ooo  and  £7,000.  It  was  an 
absurdity;  £1,500  or  even  ;£'2,ooo  would  be  a 
reasonable  amount.  The  greater  part  of  their 
■contributions  ought  to  be  spent  for  the  bene- 
fit of  London. 

Mr.  \V.  H.  Burchell  asked  what  support 
London  would  get  from  the  Federation  in 
time  of  emergency. 


The  Chairman  said  this  problem  was  a  very 
knotty  one,  and  would  take  up  more  time 
than  they  could  spare.  He  asked  to  be 
allowed  to  put  the  motion  as  proposed,  men- 
tioning that  he  thought  it  would  only  be  fair 
that,  before  any  arrangement  was  made  to 
pay  the  Federation  so  large  a  proportion  as 
suggested,  a  further  general  meeting  should 
be  called. 

Mr.  Saunders  proposed  that  the  levy  be 
raised  to  id.,  but  no  seconder  was  forth- 
coming. 

The  Secretary  (Major  Fordyce  Birch)  then 
read  the  resolution  :  "  That  the  new  subscrip- 
tion to  the  L.M.P.A.  be  on  a  basis  of  ^d.  in  the 
£  on  wages  paid.  On  wages  paid  in  excess 
of  £50,000,  25  per  cent,  discount,  and  beyond 
£100,000  50  per  cent,  discount  be  allowed. 
These  discounts  only  to  operate  on  amounts 
in  excess  of  £50,000  and  £100,000  respec- 
tively." 

The  Treasurer  asked  whether  there  was  not 
a  reservation  about  paying  to  the  Federation. 

The  Chairman  said  he  thought  that  before 
a  large  amount  was  paid  they  should  ask  the 
assistance  of  another  general  meeting. 

Mr.  Eaton  Hart  supported  the  resolution  on 
the  understanding  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  to 
the  Federation  would  be  discussed  again. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Hunt  moved  an  amendment  to  the 
effect  that  another  special  general  meeting  be 
called  to  discuss  the  question  of  the  levy,  and 
also  the  question  of  the  payment  to  the 
Federation. 

Mr.  Saunders  seconded. 

The  Chairman  said  he  did  not  think  this  a 
wise  step.  They  needed  the  money.  They 
would  not  get  a  large  meeting  together  until 
too  late. 

Mr.  Hunt  withdrew  his  amendment,  and  on 
the  resolution  being  put  to  the  vote,  it  was 
carried  unanimously. 

The  New  Rules. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Austen-Leigh  briefly  introduced 
the  new  draft  rules  of  the  Association,  printed 
copies  of  which  were  distributed  to  members. 
He  described  the  growing  need  for  modified 
rules,  and  pointed  out  the  principal  features 
of  the  new  draft,  the  most  important  change 
being  that  the  council,  instead  of  being  elected 
at  a  general  meeting,  is  to  be  elected  chiefly 
by  the  district  associations. 

Mr.  Reynolds  seconded  the  proposed  altera- 
tion of  rules. 

The  Chairman  spoke  of  the  large  amount 
of  work  given  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Austen-Leigh, 
who  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the  drafting 
of  the  new  rules.  The  proposed  rules  had 
been  very  carefully  considered,  and  he 
thought  they  would  not  do  wrong  in  adopt- 
ing them. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  new  rules  were 
adopted  unanimously. 

Mr.  Griffiths  proposed,  "That  the  officers, 
council,  and  committees  be  retained  pending 
the  new  election."  He  spoke  of  the  strenuous 
work  of  these  mem.bers,  to  whom  he  expressed 
the  gratitude  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Saunders  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Burt  then  referred  to  the  valuable  and 
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unremitting  services  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Keliher  as 
their  chairman  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
proposed  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  him. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Hunt,  speaking  "as  one  of  the 
members  who  has  given  our  chairman  a  little 
trouble  occasionally  "—though  he  hoped  the 
chairman  would  believe  it  had  been  done  for 
the  benefit  of  the  association— most  heartily 
seconded  the  vote,  which  was  then  carried 
unanimously  and  with  acclamation. 

Mr.  Keliher  fittingly  acknowledged  the  vote 
of  thanks,  and  amid  hearty  applause  the 
meeting  came  to  an  end. 


!'Pkinting:  A  Practical  Treatise  on  the 
Art  of  Typography  as  applied  more 
Particularly  to  the  Printing  of  Books," 
by  Charles  Thomas  Jacobi.  Sixth  edition. 
London  :  G.  Bell  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  York 
House,  Portugal  -  street,  Lincoln's  -  inn. 
Price  los.  6d.,  net. 

This  volume  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Jacobi 
should  be  welcomed  by  all  who  have  the 
practical  interests  of  the  trade  at  heart,  as  it 
brings  the  technical  study  of  the  art  of  print- 
ing m  a  concise  form  before  the  student  and 
very  clearly  explains  the  work  of  the  printing 
office  and  how  it  should  be  carried  on  accord- 
ins  to  modern  methods.  Beginning  with  a 
chapter  on  the  art  of  typefounding,  which 
gives  the  student  an  insight  into  the  methods 
of  manufacture  of  the  various  bodies,  the 
next  thirteen  chapters  are  devoted  to  com- 
position and  distribution  and  cover  the  whole 
field  of  that  department  of  the  printing  office, 
describing  the  materials,  tools  and  appliances 
used,  the  lay  of  the  cases,  setting  up  of  type, 
method  of  distribution.  Making-up  of  pages, 
imposition,  locking-up  forms,  pulling  proofs, 
jobbing  work,  colour  work  and  newspaper 
work  are  fully  described,  and  tabular  work, 
type  music,  and  other  matters  are  given  at- 
tention. Reading  has  a  chapter  devoted  to 
its  mysteries,  and  several  chapters  deal  with 
hand-press  work  and  illustrative  and  colour 
work,  the  author  entering  into  practical  de- 
tails in  a  manner  that  cannot  fail  to  be  easily 
understood.  Motive  power  in  the  form  of 
steam,  gas,  oil,  water  and  electricity  is  dis- 
cussed, and  the  author  then  goes  on  to  de- 
scribe machine  printing,  dealing  with  the 
various  classes  of  machmes,  from  the  small 
platen  press  up  through  the  various  grades  of 
cylinders  to  newspaper  rotaries  in  a  clear  and 
understandable  manner.  Warehouse  work, 
the  cost  of  production  and  selling,  methods  of 
book  illustration  and  other  matters  receive 
attention,  and  the  chapter  dealing  with 
lithography,  wood  engraving,  line  and  half- 
tone blocks,  the  three-colour  process,  collo- 
type and  photogravure  is  not  the  least  inte- 
resting portion  of  the  book,  and  will  give  the 
letterpress  printer  an  insight  into  the  practice 


of  the  various  methods  of  which  he  is  often 
woefully  ignorant.  For  the  benefit  of  the 
technical  student,  the  various  examination 
papers  which  were  set  by  the  examiners  of 
the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute  for 
the  three  years  1917  to  1919,  inclusive,  are 
given,  and  there  is  an  excellent  index  that 
renders  the  finding  of  any  subject  dealt  with 
an  easy  matter.  A  number  of  samples  of 
paper  are  also  given  that  will  be  serviceable 
for  familiarising  the  learner  with  the  different 
grades  and  qualities.  In  this  sixth  edition  of 
Mr.  Jacobi's  book  the  whole  of  the  matter  has 
been  revised  and  brought  up-to-date,  and  it 
forms  an  indispensable  text  book  for  techni- 
cal classes,  vi^hile  at  the  same  time  the  indi- 
vidual student  who  is  in  a  district  where  such 
classes  are  not  available  will  derive  much 
benefit  from  its  careful  study.  The  volume  is 
most  profusely  illustrated  with  diagrams  and 
pictures  of  machines  and  appliances  of 
modern  make  which  add  greatly  to  its  useful- 
ness.

A  St.  Bride  Brochure. 


The  students  at  the  Saint  Bride  Foundation 
Printing  School  have  produced  an  admirable 
example  of  letterpress  printing  in  the  form  of 
a  20-page  octavo  pamphlet  bearing  the  title 
"Some  Aspects  of  Display,"  being  a  lecture 
given  before  the  Cleveland  Guild  of  Printers, 
on  December  12th,  1919,  by  Mr.  Joseph  Stuart, 
the  composing  instructor  at  the  St.  Bride 
School.  The  brochure  is  itself  a  good  adver- 
tisement for  the  return  to  simplicity  and 
purity  in  the  use  of  type.  The  mixing  of 
type  faces  is  rigidly  eschewed,  as  is  also  the 
use  of  non-essential  points  in  display  lines, 
and  the  lavish  use  of  unnecessary  ornament  ; 
yet  the  effect  is  pleasing,  and  the  pages — 
especially  the  title  page— carry  an  air  of  art 
and  superior  craftsmanship  which  the  old- 
time  printer,  with  his  careful  "blending"  of 
several  different  founts  and  his  ingenious  in- 
troduction of  rules  and  flourishes,  might  have 
failed  to  achieve,  although  spending  much  more 
time  upon  the  composition.  The  lecture  sets 
forth  in  simple  and  interesting  fashion  some 
of  the  principles  of  this  new-old  style  of  typo- 
graphy, which  throws  into  prominence,  as  the 
more  meretricious  styles  can  never  do,  the 
graceful  lines  of  our  best  type  faces,  and 
which,  by  the  simple  but  artistic  disposition 
of  black  masses  of  type  on  white  paper, 
pleases  the  eye  with  that  beauty  which  was 
achieved  in  the  work  of  the  greatest  printers 
of  days  gone  by.

will  have  very  important  topics  to  discuss, 
including  the  subjects  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  on  the  following 
day. 

In  consequence  of  the  business  of  Messrs. 
Taylor,  Garnett,  Evans  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  of 
Thanet  House,  231,  Strand,  \V.C.2,  having 
been  amalgamated  with  that  of  Messrs.  Hud- 
son and  Kearns,  Ltd.,  Hatfield-street  Works, 
Stamford-street,  S.L.i,  the  Thanet  House 
offices  are  now  closed.  The  style  of  the  re- 
sulting firm  is  Taylor,  Garnett,  Evans  and 
Co.  (Hudson  and  Kearns,  Ltd.)  and  its  address

In  the  December  number  of  the  Pressman, 
Messrs.  Harrison,  Jehring  and  Co.'s  neat  house 
organ,  Mr.  J.  Macready  writes  on  "  Simplicity 
in  Business  Methods."  He  condemns  the 
multiplication  of  forms  and  documents  in 
connection  with  business  systems,  and  sug- 
gests that  such  multiplication  is  often  the 
work  of  some  "  business  specialist "  out 
'"making  business  for  himself  and  making 
expenses  for  the  firm  who  employed  him." 

iMessrs.  Maggs  Bros.  (34  and  35,  Conduit- 
street,  London,  W.)  in  their  catalogue  No.  385 
of  "  Rare  Books,  Historic  and  Decorative 
Bindings,"  list  some  striking  items,  includmg, 
for  instance,  a  Caxton  folio  of  "The  Golden 
Legend  "  in  full  morocco,  also  a  manuscript 
book  bound  in  old  French  calf  in  triangular 
form,  being  a  work  on  magic  by  the  Count  of 
St.  Germams;  of  this,  Messrs.  Maggs  remark 
that  it  '•  is  the  only  triangular  book  we  have 
so  far  seen." 

Writing  Pad  a  Household  Requisite.— 
The  Hornsey  committee,  under  the  Profiteer- 
ing Act,  recently  considered  a  complaint 
against  Messrs.  W.  R.  Cummins,  Ltd.,  sta- 
tioners and  newsagents,  of  Muswell  Hill,  in 
respect  to  a  charge  of  is.  6d.  for  a  black 
bordered  writing  pad.  Mr.  Cummins  took 
the  preliminary  objection  that  stationery  is 
not  scheduled  under  the  Act,  and  quoted 
cases  where  committees  had  ruled  accord- 
ingly, but  the  committee  decided  by  a  vote 
that  they  should  regard  a  writing  pad  as  a 
household  requisite.  The  chairman  said  they 
as  a  committee  recognised  33I  per  cent,  as  a 
fair  profit  upon  all  articles  other  than  perish- 


able goods.  The  committee  decided  that  the 
pad  should  have  been  sold  for  is.  id.,  and 
ordered  Mr.  Cummins  to  refund  5d.  to  the 
purchaser. 

The  death  has  taken  place,  at  his  residence, 
Portishead,  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Webb,  who  for  up- 
wards of  a  quarter  of  a  century  carried  on 
business  in  Bedminster  under  the  name  of  the 
Bedininster  Printing  Works. 

Mr.  John  Kikkwood,  whose  death  has  taken 
place  at  the  age  of  68,  after  a  long  illness,  was 
a  partner  of  the  firm  of  Messts.  H.  M.  Kirk- 
wood  and  Sons,  printers.  King-street, Stirling, 
with  which  he  had  been  associated  for  about 
40  years. 

Mr.  James  Burnley,  an  author  and  jour- 
nalist well-known  in  the  West  Riding,  has 
died  at  the  age  of  82,  at  his  home  in  Bucking- 
hamshire. For  the  last  fifteen  years  of  hi&life 
Mr.  Burnley  was  literary  editor  for  the  firm  of 
Pears,  and  of  Pears'  Annual.

Printing  machines  are  to  be  included  in 
the  exhibition  which  the  Esthonian  Trade 
Ministry  propose  to  hold  this  year  (probably 
in  February).

Unemployment  in  the  paper  and  printing 
trades  in  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  showed  no 
variation  in  the  first  and  second  weeks  of 
December  so  far  as  men  were  concerned,  the 
number  being  464.  In  the  second  of  these 
weeks  45  women  were  unemployed,  as  against 
51  in  the  preceding  week. 

In  order  to  secure  an  increased  output  in 
paper  manufacture,  which  has  for  some  time 
been  reduced  by  one-fourth,  Swiss  firms  have 
considerably  decreased  their  selling  charges, 
^ays  The  Times  (Trade  Supplement).  As  a 
■result,  imports  of  foreign  paper  are  expected 
to  be  curtailed  in  the  coming  half-year. 

Messrs.  Jordan  and  Sons  report  that  the 
list  of  companies  registered  during  the  half 
year  just  ended,  compiled  by  them  in  the 
course  of  their  business  as  company  regis- 
tration agents,  shows  an  unprecedented  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  new  companies 
registered  and  in  the  amount  of  capital  in- 
volved. In  some  45  classes  of  trades  listed, 
paper  and  printing  are  not  separately  indi- 
cated. Publishing  companies  number  114, 
with  a  total  capital  of  ;^2,67i,i9o;  stationers 
number  99,  with  a  capital  of  ^^2, 260, 350. 

Census  of  Paper  Production  in  1921.— 
The  paper,  printing  and  chemical  trades  are 
included  in  a  number  of  trades  and  businesses 
of  which  a  Census  of  Production  will  be 
taken  in  the  year  1921,  by  an  order  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  Returns  will  not  be  required 
from  persons,  companies,  or  firms  who  do  not 
■employ  on  the  average  more  than  five  persons, 
exclusive  of  officers  of  the  company  or  mem- 
bers of  the  firm,  during  the  year  1920,  pro- 
vided that  signed  declarations  are  made  of 
the  average  number  employed. 

Monotype  Strike  Settled.— The  strike  at 
the  works  of  the  Lanston  Monotype  Cor- 
poration, Salfords,  Redhill,  was  settled  as 
a  result  of  interviews  between  Mr.  J.  E. 
MuUins,  A.S.E.,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Burch,  secre- 
tary and  a  director  of  the  Corporation.  It 
was  agreed  that  George  Pressand  George  Ross, 
who  were  dismissed  because  of  alleged  trade 
union  activity,  be  reinstated,  and  be  em- 
ployed at  the  works  at  Fetter-lane,  London. 
The  Corporation  also  agreed  to  reinstate  all 
the  employees  at  Redhill  who  came  out  on 
strike  in  support  of  the  reinstatement  of  Press 
and  Ross  The  men  returned  to  work  on 
Monday,  and  the  firm's  business  is  now  pro- 
■ceeding  smoothly  as  usual. 


Among  the  new  year  honours  are  peerages 
for  Sir  George  Riddell,  vice-chairman  of  the 
Newspaper  Proprietors  Association  ;  and  Sir 
Albert  Stanley,  late  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.

Friends  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Goodwin,  secretary  of 
the  Federation  of  Master  Printers,  will  be  glad 
to  hear  that  Mrs.  Goodwin,  although  still 
under  the  doctor's  care,  is  making  satisfactory 
progress  towards  recovery.

Current  Topics. 


Joint  Industrial  Council. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council  for  the  printing  trade  promises  to  be 
an  interesting  one.  At  the  Town  Hall, 
Southwark,  on  the  21st  inst.,  the  Mayor,  Mr. 
George  A.  Isaacs  (general  secretary  of  the 
N.S.O.P.A.),  is  to  receive  the  delegates,  and 
the  Printing  and  Kindred  Trades  Federation 
is  to  entertain  them  to  lunch.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Council,  General  Bemrose  is  to  present 
the  report  of  the  organisation  committee  with 
its  plan  of  campaign  for  organising  district 
committees  in  all  towns  of  any  importance 
and  works  advisory  committees  in  every 
printing  office  of  any  size.    Mr.  Isaacs  will 


set  forth  the  report  of  the  health  sub-commit- 
tee with  its  practical  suggestions  for  stamping 
out  the  "  white  scourge,"  and  Mr.  Waterston, 
in  presenting  the  unemployment  committee's 
report,  will  open  what  should  prove  a  highly 
interesting  and  important  discussion.  The 
Council  having  been  asked  to  offer  its  opinion 
on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance 
Act,  and  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  Amend- 
ment, it  is  probable  that  the  general  purposes 
committee  will  be  meeting  to  study  these  and 
other  problems.  If  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
can  put  life  into  the  Industrial  Council  he 
will  achieve  something. 

»  *  » 
Holding  Up  ttie  Printing  Trade. 
Looking  forward  into  the  New  Year  printers 
find  themselves  confronted  with  many  prob- 
lems, of  which  an  important  one  is  the 
congestion  of  transport.  This  matter  is 
causing  a  great  deal  of  concern,  as  upon  its 
smooth  working  depends  to  a  large  extent 
the  prosperity  of  the  industry.  In  spite  of  the 
attention  which  has  been  directed  to  the  dis- 
location of  traffic,  both  on  the  railways  and 
at  the  docks,  there  has  been  no  improvement 
in  the  conditions  prevailing.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  position  is  even  worse,  and  business 
is  being  hampered  to  an  alarming  extent. 
Some  people  even  predict  that  a  crisis  will  be 
reached  before  very  long,  when  the  extent  of 
the  damage  inflicted  upon  industry  will  at 
last  be  realised  by  the  authorities.  In  the 
meantime,  however,  congestion  continues  and 
there  is  practically  nothing  being  done  of  a 
practical  character  to  remove  the  cause  of 
complaint. 

*  *  » 
A  Remedy  Wanted. 
The  problem  appears  to  be  to  get  the  ap- 
propriate Government  department  to  move  in 
the  matter.  The  task,  however,  is  so  big  that 
officials  are  not  at  all  anxious  to  take  it  up. 
There  is  complication  also  in  the  fact  that, 
while  the  Ministry  of  Transport  might  be  ex- 
pected to  have  some  say  in  the  matter  of  the 
railways,  when  it  comes  to  shipping  and  the 
unloading  at  the  docks,  they  have  no  juris- 
diction. The  question  is  so  urgent,  however, 
that  steps  should  be  taken  to  bring  home  to 
the  Government  and  the  permanent  officials 
their  responsibility.  If  only  something  could 
be  done  to  permit  free  circulation  of  supplies 
for  papermaking,  output  would  be  imme- 
diately increased,  for  we  understand  that 
papermakers  could  deal  with  much  more  of 
the  raw  material  than  they  are  now  receiving. 
What  applies  to  pulp  applies  to  the  other  in- 
gredients of  paper  and  to  paper  itself.    The 
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congestion  is  holding  up  deliveries  of  the 
finished  article,  which  is  in  such  demand,, not 
oily  in  this  country,  but  throughout  the 
world.  With  stagnation  at  the  source,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  whole  machinery  of  the  in- 
dustry is  being  surely  held  up,  and  what  ap- 
plies to  the  paper  trade,  is  equally  true  of 
other  industries.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those 
who  guide  the  destinies  of  the  trade  of  this 
country  will  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
proper  authorities,  in  order  to  save  the 
country  from  disaster.  If  printers  can  move 
in  this  direction,  they  will  be  rendering 
good  service,  not  only  to  themselves, 
but  to  the  whole  of  the  community. 
Doubtless  the  problem  of  transport  is  one  of 
extreme  complexity,  but  it  certainly  does 
seem  that  an  urgent  and  practical  handling 
of  the  matter  is  necessary,  and  unless  some- 
thing is  done,  nothing  but  disaster  can  ensue 
to  the  whole  of  the  commercial  interests  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 

«  »  « 
New  Burdens. 
While  printers  are  already  labouring 
under  many  burdens,  new  ones  are  being 
forced  upon  them,  rendering  the  carrying  on 
of  the  industry  still  more  irksome.  New  rail- 
way rates,  however,  appear  to  be  unavoid- 
able, and  with  the  consequential  increase  of 
something  like  2s.  per  ton  on  coal,  costs  of 
production  in  the  printeries  are  bound  to  in- 
crease still  further.  The  higher  charges  will 
not,  of  course,  end  with  the  50  per  cent,  or  100 
per  cent,  on  railway  rates  alone,  because  these 
will  have  to  be  paid  not  only  on  the  mer- 
chandise which  the  printer  forwards,  but 
there  will  be  additional  charges  on  all  raw 
materials  which  he  uses.  Thus  there  is  a 
prospect  of  paper  prices  having  to  go  still 
higher,  through  no  fault  of  the  manufacturer. 
So  the  troubles  of  the  printer  are  not  by 
any  means  at  an  end. 

«  «  « 
Wagon  Wastage. 
Many  things  contribute  to  the  congestion  of 
the  railways,  which  a  little  thought  and  care 
might  put  right.  An  advertiser  in  another 
part  of  this  issue  directs  attention  to  the  loss 
of  time  which  occurs  in  connection  with  the 
unloading  of  wagons.  He  rightly  points  out 
that  if  these  are  quickly  emptied  and  sent  for- 
ward again,  this  would  amount  to  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  wagons  available.  A  little 
more  hustle  in  this  department  of  transport 
would  undoubtedly  help  to  remove  some  of 
the  congestion  which  now  prevails,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  matter  will  be  taken  up 
in  earnest  by  those  who  have  control  of  the 


departments  concerned.  In  some  respects 
this  is  a  human  problem,  but  tact  can  do  a 
great  deal. 

*       »       » 
Printing  Paper  Orders. 
Owing    to     the     holidays,     paper    buyers 
have  practically  withheld  from  ordering  for 
the  past  fortnight,  due  to  lack  of  inclination 
rather  than  dearth  of  business.      Printers  and 
stationers  have  been  holding  back  orders  for 
about  a  month,  owing  to  the  annual  stock- 
taking.     Beyond  this,  there  can  be  no  more 
respite  for  the  papermaker  other  than   that 
which  he  imposes  upon  himself.     From  now 
onwards  for  a  considerable  time  there  will  be 
an  overwhelming  demand   for  printing  and 
writing  papers,  and  there  is  no  possible  hope 
of  the  mills  being  able  to  cope  with  the  de- 
mand except  under  conditions  of  long  date 
for  delivery.     Very   few  home  mills   making 
S.C.  or  M.F.  printings,  common  bank  papers 
and  E.S  writings  are  able  to  promise  earlier 
deliveries  for  making  orders  than  two  to  three 
months.    Foreign  mills  are  worse  if  anything, 
for  while  the  delay  in  getting  to  machine  is 
equally  as  great,  there  is  the  additional  diffi- 
culty and  confusion  of  shipping.

Technical  Instruction. 
The  Lord  Mayor  of  Manchester  is  empha- 
sising   the   special  appeal   on    behalf  of   the 
Manchester  Municipal  College  of  Technology- 
The  sum  of  £"150,000  is   required  for  the  ex- 
tension of  this  important    technical   institu- 
tion, which,  as  a   part   of  the   University  of 
Manchester,    is  the    first    English   university 
college  of  technology.    The  valuable  prmting 
and   papermaking    sections  of   the   institute 
should  commend   this  appeal  to  all  printers 
who  know  the  importance  to  the  trade  of  up- 
to-date    technical    training.     Donations  and 
promises  should  be  addressed  to  the  Right 
Hon.    the    Lord    Mayor,   TOwn    Hall,   Man- 
chester.

There  is  very  little  alteration  under  the 
heading  of  papermaking  materials.  "Esparto, 
including  waste  "  and  "  other  vegetable  fibres, 
including  waste  "  will  be  shown,  and  "  paper- 
making  materials,  not  elsewhere  specified." 

In  addition  to  the  more  detailed  classifica- 
tion of  commodities  adopted,  the  record  of 
foreign  trade  by  quantity  as  well  as  by  value 
is  proposed  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
in  which  quantities  have  not  hitherto  been 
secured.    In  other  cases  the  units  of  quantity 


prescribed  have  been  reconsidered  with  a 
view  to  securing  improved  information  on 
matters  the  importance  of  which  was  thrown 
into  relief  during  the  war. 

If  the  Monthly  Accounts  of  Trade  were  ex- 
panded in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  import  and  export  headings  its- 
size  would  be  approximately  doubled.  In 
cases  in  which  old  headings  have  been  re- 
placed by  two  or  more  new  headings  com- 
parisons with  the  past  cannot  be  made  in  de- 
tail, and  it  has  been  decided  not  to  attempt 
such  comparisons  in  the  Monthly  Accounts 
for  1920  Tiiese  accounts  will  show  compara- 
tive figures  for  the  main  groups  and  in  such 
further  detail,  corresponding  to  that  shown 
in  earlier  years,  as  the  information  permits. 


The  past  few  weeks  have  again  recorded 
further  improvemeats  in  the  paper  and  box- 
board  trade.  The  market  is  decidedly  flourish- 
ing, and  the  trade  itself  seems  to  be  reverting 
to  pre-war  activity,  but  the  Norwegian  and 
Swedish  mills  can  only  inadequately  cope 
with  the  enormous  demands  for  all  classes  of 
papers  and  box-boards.  Most  of  the  mills, 
being  overwhelmed  with  orders,  have  sold 
their  entire  output  for  several  months  to 
come,  says  the  official  organ  of  the  Nor- 
wegian Chamber  of  Commerce,  London,  and 
buyers  are  now  experiencing  some  difficulty 
in  getting  their  requirements  placed,  even  at 
very  high  prices.  In  consequence  of  this  great 
demand  such  mills  as  are  in  a  position  to 
quote  have  increased  their  prices  consider- 
ably. The  following  figures  indicate  ap- 
proximately the  prices  which  are  being 
quoted  at  the  present  time.  Kraft,  unglazed 
quality,  fetches  £^2  los.  per  ton  nett.  f  o.b., 
whilst  M.G.  quality,  which  is  very  scarce,  is 
quoted  at  £s^  £s^  per  ton  nett.  f.o.b.  For  M.G 
hard-sized  50  per  cent,  mechanical  envelope 
paper  there  is  again  an  appreciable  advance 
in  price,  the  quotation  of  today  being  £"50 
per  ton  nett.,  f.o.b.,  and  only  very  few  mills 
can  offer  the  paper,  even  at  this  figure.  M.G. 
pure  sulphite  in  the  thin  substance  of  d.c.  7  lb.,. 
480S.,  as  well  as  in  thicker  substances,  is  prac- 
tically unobtainable.  The  same  remark  applies 
to  news  and  printings,  although  we  under- 
stand that  a  few  mills  can  offer  the  ordinary 
unglazed  quality,  in  substance  of  55  grs.  and 
upwards,  at  a  price  approximating  £Tr£l^ 
per  ton  nett.,  fob.  Glazed  printings  in  vari- 
ous light  shades  are  fetching  £\'>.-£i^i  per  ton 
nett.,  f.o.b.  Mills  making  leather  boards  and 
white  wood  pulp  boards  are  not  anxious  to 
entertain  making  orders,  owing  to  the  scar- 
city of  water  supply,  and  for  lines  they  have 
in  stock,  they  ask  for  leather  boards  £l\-£l2 
per  1,000  kilos.,  and  for  wood  pulp  boards, 
£2^- £2",  per  1,000  kilos,  nett.,  f.o.b.  Norwegian 
and  Swedish  ports.  The  Norwegian  rate  of 
exchange  is  still  above  normal,  and  the 
Swedish  rate  is  still  improving.  Insurance 
against  marine  and  war  risk,  as  well  as  freight 
charges,  have  remained  unaltered.

New  Premises   Opened. 


At  the  opening  of  Messrs.  Fry's  latest  ex- 
tension of  their  works,  at  42,  Holland-street, 
Blackfriars,  on  Thursday  last,  upwards  of  60 
visitors  attended,  the  crimson  cord  barring 
entrance  to  the  new  premises  being  removed 
by  Mrs.  John  Fry.  The  proceedings  were  of  a 
quite  informal  character,  no  speeches  accom- 
panying the  opening  ceremony,  but  Mrs.  Fry 
was  presented,  on  behalf  of  the  staff,  with  a 
handsome  bouquet  of  violets. 

The  works  manager,  Mr.  Leslie  Sarjeant, 
showed  the  visitors  round,  explaining  points 
of  interest,  in  which  service  he  was  capably 
assisted  by  several  members  of  the  staff. 
Among  processes  seen  in  action  were  the 
pouring  of  monotype  metal,  and  the  making 
of  sticks  of  solder.  Exhibits  included  page- 
stereos  of  familiar  journals,  such  as  the  Daily 
Mirror  and  Punch. 

The  new  premises,  besides  providing  up-to- 
date  managerial  offices  and  a  well-equipped 
metallurgical  and  chemical  laboratory,  make 
a  substantial  addition  to  the  firm's  capabili- 
ties in  the  manufactureof  printingmetals  and 
of  anti-friction  metals. 

Founded  in  June,  1912,  at  25  and  27,  Hol- 
land-street, the  rapid  growth  of  the  firn* 
called  for  increased  accommodation,  and  fur- 
ther premises  in  Holland-street,  were  added 
gradually  in  1913,  1914,  1915  and  1918.  The 
Manchester  foundry  was  opened  in  1916,  the 
Bristol  and  Dublin  foundries  in  1918,  and  the 
Glasgow  depot  early  in  1919.  The  present 
office  staff  is  over  50.  The  London  foundry 
includes  a  chemical  laboratory,  a  model 
foundry  for  experimental  work,  nine  2-ton 
melting  pots,  one  7-ton  melting  pot,  one 
600  lb.  tilting  crucible  furnace  and  two 
smaller  ones  for  high  temperatures,  and 
more  than  a  dozen  other  furnaces  of  different 
patterns  and  dimensions.  The  furnaces  are 
heated  by  the  most  up-to-date  means  of  gas 
firing,  i.e.,  a  mixture  of  town  gas  and  fan  air, 
the  working  temperature  being  controlled  by  a 
pyrometer. 

Labour,  which  nowadays  is  such  a  costly 
item,  is  economised  by  the  help  of  an  elec- 
trically-operated overhead  transporter,  which 
loads  and  unloads  from  the  vans  on  to  the 
scales  and  carries  the  material  to  the  far  end 
of  the  foundry.  The  metal,  when  taken  from 
the  ingot  moulds,  is  immediately  placed  on 
stands,  which  can  be  raised  from  the  floor  by 
a  mechanical  elevating  truck  and  moved  as 
required  without  further  handling— a  great 
labour-saver. 

The  work  carried  out  in  the  foundry  consists 
mainly  of  the  manufacture  of  all  alloys  of 
tin,  antimony,  lead  and  copper.  These  in- 
clude the  "  Fryotype  "  printing  metals,  the 
production  of  which  is  the  main  part  of  the 
work. 

There  are  also  manufactured  anti-friction 
metals,  solder,  burnished  leads,  metal  furni- 


ture, quotations,  quads,  driers,  etc.  The  refin- 
ing of  dross  and  ashes  is  conducted  in  an  en- 
tirely separate  foundry,  and  Mr.  Fry  points 
out  that  metal -recovered  is  not  put  into  the 
"  Fryotype  "  printing  metals,  but  is  reserved 
for  inferior  alloys  and  castings. 

An  interesting  novelty  seen  in  Messrs.  Fry's 
offices  is  the  "  Dictograph "  modern  inter- 
communicating private  telephone  system,  a 
British  invention  marketed  by  America,  which 
makes  it  possible  to  dispense  with  receivers, 
a  loud  voice  sounding  in  the  room,  somewhat 
in  the  style  of  a  gramophone. 

There  is  a  separate  records  department,  also 
a  department  dealing  with  foreign  trade,  the 
firm  having  agencies  in  a  large  number  of 
foreign  countries. 

During  the  war  Fry's  Metal  Foundry  was 
mainly  engaged  in  the  output  of  shrapnel 
bullet  metal,  of  which  the  firm  made  nearly 
20,000  tons.  When  it  is  realised  that  each  ton 
of  metal  should  manufacture  approximately 
90,000  bullets,  it  can  be  quite  appreciated  that 
the  output  was  not  altogether  negligible. 
The  firm  were  also  supplying  bearing  metals 
for  aeroplanes,  submarines,  tanks,  etc. 

So  in  peace  or  in  war  Fry's  Metal  Foundry 
serves  the  public  well.

A  patent  has  been  granted  to  Messrs.  G.  H. 
Glover,  R.  A.  Dibdin,  and  Compendiums, 
Ltd.,  in  which  hidden  or  changeable  pictures, 
designs,  or  other  representations  are  made  by 
first  applying  the  design,  by  printing,  paint- 
ing, etc.,  to  the  surface  in  a  sensitive  ink  or 
pigment,  which  may  be  rendered  visible  or  be 
changed  in  colour  by  a  developing  agent, 
then  covering  the  design  and  surface  with  a 
soluble  coating,  and  finally  applying  the 
developing  agent  to  this  coating.  The  de- 
sign may  be  formed  in  one  or  more  inks  or 
pigments,  which  may  be  invisible  or  change- 
able in  colour,  for  instance,  uranium  nitrate 
may  be  used  to  produce  red  colour,  ferric 
chloride  for  blue,  and  lead  nitrate  for  yellow. 
The  soluble  coating  may  be  gum  arable,  and 
the  developer,  which  may  be  common  to  all 
the  pigments,  when  more  than  one  are 
used,  may  be  a  mixture  of  chromate  of 
potash  and  ferrocyanide  of  potassium,  and 
may  be  applied  in  the  form  of  powder  to  the 
soluble  coating  by  dusting  on.  When  water 
IS  applied  the  soluble  coating  is  dissolved, 
and  the  developer  acts  upon  the  sensitive  pig- 
ments. A  coating  soluble  in  a  solvent  other 
than  water  may  be  used.

Ealing  Dean  Printing  Works. 

At  the  invitation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis  A. 
Perry,  all  the  employees  at  Ealing  Dean 
Printing  Works  met  last  week  at  dinner  to 
welcome  home  the  members  of  the  staff  who 
have  been  on  military  service  during  the  war. 
Among  the  toasts  was  that  of  "Our  Im- 
mortal Dead— absent,  but  not  forgotten; 
their  names  shall  live  for  evermore."  This 
was  drunk  in  silence,  the  Chairman  first  re- 
ferring, in  feeling  terms,  to  the  four  members

in  to  make  good  the  vacancies. 

Gunner  G.  M.  Brinkwork  responded,  and 
related  some  experiences  of  his  life  in  India 
and  Mesopotamia. 

Mr.  R.  C.  West  (foreman)  proposed  the 
health  of  the  chairman,  and  testified  to  the 
great  esteem  they  felt  for  their  employer.

Sir  Archibald  said  that  Messrs.  Straker  had 
decided,  whatever  the  strict  legal  interpreta- 
tion might  be,  to  have  their  name  on  the  lists. 
They  did  not  desire  to  be  a  party  to  High 
Court  proceedings.  The  Director  felt  that  the 
object  of  the  summons  had  been  attained, 
and,  moreover,  he  did  not  wish  to  argue  a 
merely  academic  question.  He,  therefore,  did 
not  propose  to  carry  the  matter  any  further.

English  papers  costing;  i  penny 
in  London  cost  30  centimes  in  Belgium,  and 
a  2d.  paper  costs  60  centimes.  A  sixpenny 
weekly  costs  1.50  fr.,  which,  even  at  the  actual 
rate  of  exchange,  means  about  lod.  We  are 
quite  sure  the  English  papers  are  not  the 
profiteers,  but  they  ought  to  control  this  state 
of  affairs,  which"  is  not  established  by  the 
streetseller,  but  by  the  big  shops.  Many 
Belgians  would  gladly  buy  English  papers  at 
a  more  reasonable  price." 

London  Press  Clerks.  —  The  agreement 
arrived  at  between  the  National  Union  of 
Clerks  and  the  clerical  staffs  of  London  news- 
papers resulted  in  the  formation,  at  a  meeting 
on  Tuesday  night  in  Essex  Hall,  Strand,  of 
the  London  Press  Guild  Branch  of  the 
National  Union  of  Clerks.  The  branch, 
which  has  already  nearly  1,500  members,  is  to 
be  reserved  solely  for  workers  in  newspaper, 
printing,  and  publishing  offices.  Mr.  Harrap 
(Daily  Herald)  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
branch,  and  Mr.  Hoare,  general  branch  secre- 
tary.
